State School Fund. 


' Senator J. M. Bradley for the Commit- 
tee on Education, reported in the Senate 
Wednesday the following bill relating to 
the distribution of the school fund: _ 


One half of the anuual income of the 
schuul fund of the Commonwealth shall 
be apportioned and distributed without 
a specific appropiation for the support of 

ublic schools, and in the manner fol- 
owing, to wit: Every town complying 
with all laws in force relating to the dis- 
tribution of said income, and whose val- 
uation of real and personal estate, as 
shown by the last census thereof, does 
not exceed one-half million dollars, shall 
annually receive $275; every such town 
whose valuation is more than one-half 
million dollars and does not exceed one 
million dollars shall receive $200, and 
every such town whose valuation is more 
than one million dollars and does not ex- 
ceed two. million dollars shall receive 
$100, and every such town whose valua- 
tion is more than two million dollars and 
does not exceed three million dollars 
shall receive $50, The remainder of said 
half shall be distributed to all towns 
whose valuation does not exceed $3,000,- 
000 and whose annual tax rate for the 
support of public schools is not less than 
one-sixth of their whole tax rate for the 
Ment as follows: Every town whose pub- 
ic school tax is not less than one-third of 

its wliole tax shall receive- a proportion 
of said remainder expressed by one-third; 

every such town whiose school tax is not 
less than one-quarter of its whole tax 
shall receive a proportion expressed bx 
one-quarter; every such town whose 
school tax is not less than one-tifth of its 
whole tax shall receive a proportign ex- 

pressed by one-nfth, and every such to. n 
whose school tax is not less that one- 
sixth of its whole tax shall receive a pro- 
portion expressed by one-sixth. All 
money appropriated for other. educa- 
tional purposes, unless otherwise spec- 
ially provided, shall be paid from the 
other half-of said income. If the income 
in any year exceeds such appropriations, 
the surplus shall be added to the princi- 
pal of said fund. 4 


Andover by this bill will not receive 
any of the fund as her valuation is over 
$3,000,000, but for the past few years 
what she has received did not amount to 
much, as that amount decreased as the 
tuwn valuation increased.

The regular appropriations come first 
and instead of going through with a 
rush as usual, =they.should be more 
carefully considered. It has almost 
always been the custom to take the 
Selectmen’s recommendation for the 
various departments, and adopt with 
little or no discussion. fn'a measure 
this is right, but there is also to be con- 
sidered’ the fact that the Selectmen 
often make the recommendations of 
other heads of departments and these 
recommendations are on the assump- 
tion'that “all things that are, shall con- 
Whether this quotation 
shall be fulfilled-in our town the com- 
ing year is the vital question for next 
Monday, and the taxpayers will solve 
it by their votes on appropriations for 
town departments. 


The great increase in the number of 
scholars in our public schools iginarked 
by larger appropriations ‘each year, 
and this is as it should be. Andover’s 
public schools are not yet as they should 
be, Sind ho. part ofthe town money 
is sure to pay as well as willjthis if judi- 
ciously expended, and for this reason let 
us suggest that.a few more gogd busi- 
ness men rather than so many,profes- 
sional men on the school committee 
would undoubtedly result in.jnaking 
our money go further with. better re- 
sults. . 

Andover’s. streets are hard ones to 
keep in repair, and the present system 
of doing the work seem a good one, but 
we do wish there might be more good 
sidewalks!’ What of the other depart- 
ments? Retrenchment for a surety. 
Fire, lighting, and several other de- 
partments should be thoroughly’ over!

An 
outside person held the watch and when 
he gave the word the horse was let out 
from his stall, then hitched to the hose 
carriage, a run made to the last hydrant 
on Summer St,, just opposite the Geo. 
H. Thwing house, 100 feet of hose laid, 
connection made to the hydrant, and a 
stream on in just 4 minutes and 20 sec- 
onds. Under the same conditions a run 
was made to Frye Village to the hydrant 
in front of the Brick store, andithis took 
just 7 minutes and 20 seconds.

Tribute to the Late Judge Morton. 


At the 18th annual reunion of the Sons 
of Brown University of Boston and vic- 
inity at Young’s Hotel last week, Judge 
Staples feelingly mentioned the death of 
ex-Chief Justice Morton, who was a grad- 
tate of Brown in 1888.- Among other 
things ‘he said: 


As a nisi prius judge he was one of the 
best and most successful of his time. He 
had a marvellous discernment of the cru- 
cial ol a of a case, confined the casé 
closely within its proper limits with no 
appearance of haste: or impatience, and 
summed up to the jury briefly and with 
a clearness that was never excelled,» His 
charges were uf great value as lucid ex- 
positions of the law, and lawyers and law 
students alike profited by them. Upon 
the numerous seilanenss questions arising 
in the trial of a complicated case, he de- 
cided quickly, and. was very seldom 
wrong. His distin ishing traits as a 
Judge, whether at nisi prius or upon the 
full court, were his inflexible love of jus- 
tice, his rigs | common sense, his grasp 
of general principles of law. He fol- 
lowed these principles to their logica 
results, sometimes leaying adjudged 
cases to take care of themselves. So 
deeply was he imbued with the princi- 
ples of law that applications of it seemed 
to be instinctive. Like Baron Martin, 
‘the had a marvelous instinct for what 
was the right thing to be‘done.” His 
judicial opinions were characterized by 
great simplicity and conciseness of style 
and clearness of statement. He chose 
—— Saxon words and was ‘careful to 
avoid any mere rhetorical effect. His 
opinions on constitutio uestions have 
given him high rank as a constitutional 
awyer. In the construction of wills all 
his strong qualities as a Judge were strik- 


Justice, itis only necessary to say that 
he suffers by no comparison: with the 
great men, his predecessors in that high 
office. His retirement from the Beuch 
was regarded by his associates, the pro- 
fession, and the people as a public loss, 
not easy to be repaired.

Will Return to Jerusalem. 


DR. MERRILL AGAIN NOMINATED FOR 
CONSUL. 


Dr. Selah Merrill was nominated by 
President Harrison, yesferday, as consul 
to Jerusalem, the position which he held 
from March, 1882, to. December, 1886, 
being removed by President Cleveland 
who appointed the present incumbent, 
Henry Gilman of Detroit. Whi'e the 
appointment of Dr. Merrill is a surprise 
to most of our people who did not know 
he was a candidate, it was not a very 
great surprise to him, for with such men 
as Senators Hoar and Hawley, Gen. Lew 
Wallace, ex-minister to Turkey, Hon. 
Geo. B. Loring, and, others to urge his 
appointment it could hardly have turned 
out otherwise. “His! former’ experience 


and very enviable record which he made | 


while there were also important factors 
in his favor. It is certainly a deserved 
compliment, and will ‘be viewed with 
géneral satisfaction, especially by a large 
number of persons who visited Jerusa- 
lem while he was consul there, and saw 
his unusual fitness for the position, and 
who‘have earnestly desired his return as 
consul, He obtained the good will of 


the Turkish authorities.-by not interfering- 


in religiovs matters, a mistake which 
other consuls have made, and his relations 
with the officials were always pleasant. 
Of all his official reports sent to Washing- 
ton not one was ever returned for correc- 
tion. 

Dr, Merrill was born in Canton Centre, 
Conn., on May 2, 1887. He was fitted for 
college at Williston Seminary, Easthamp- 
ton, and entered Yale College in 1859. He 
left the class on account of’ the war. but 
returned later and graduated at the Yale 
Divinity School. At Vicksburg he was 
chaplain of the Forty-ninth regiment of 
United States colored troops. He was 
pastor of the Third Congregational church 
in San_Francisco, and went from there 
to Germany, where hé spent two years 
—1968 to 1870—in the study of Hebrew 
and_other. Oriental languages,~’ He was: 
one of the first in this countrv to take up 
the study of Assyrjan, and his transla- 
tion from the cunieform texts called forth 
the hearty personal commendations of 
the famous Assyrian scholar, George 


Smith of the British Museum. While 
‘studying in Berlin he made his first visit 


to Palestine, including Egypt and Greece. 
In 1874 he was appointed archaeologist 
of the American Palestine Exploration 
Society, whose field of operation was 
Moab, Gilead, and Bashan, the entire 


] country east of the Jordan, and from 1875 


to 1877 he had charge of the explorations 
in the field. In, March, 1882, he was ap- 
pointed consul as Jerusalem, which office 
he. held until September, 1886. Yale Col- 
lege gavé him the honorary degree of 
A.M. on the ground of ‘special service to 
biblical learning.’’ He received the de- 
gree of D.D. from Iowa College, and that 
of LL. D. from Union. In 1872 dnd again 
in 1879 he taught Hebrew in the Theo- 
logical Seminary at Andover, Mass, 
While engaged in explorations in Pal- 
estine he was the special correspondent 
of the Boston Daily Advertiser and of the 
London Athaneum. His contributions to 
the Bibliotheca Sacra, the New England 
and other periodicals have been numer- 
ous, and during the.last..three years ‘his 
articles have been a special feature of 
the Sunday School Tinies. He has pub- 
lished ‘‘East or the Jordan,” “Galilee in 
the Time of Christ,” of which volume 
there have been two London editions, 
“Greek Inscriptions Collected Kast of 
the Jordan,” containing a large number 
of inscription’ never before copied nor 
published, and ‘The Site of Calvary.”

On reaching 
their destination the members of the 
party found that Holman’s representa- 
tions were false; that for a time they 
were required to work on foot- machines 
with Spaniards, ina little low building, 
and that their contract was entirely in 
Holman’s favor. One of the party, Jacob 
F. Goss, got into a quarrel with Holman,

The Road Commissioners doubtless 
think that their action concerning the 
appropriation of $2,000 for the construc- 
tion of sidewalks in the most thickly 
settled parts of the town, satisfactorily: 
explained by stating | in the Auditors’ 
report that Chapter 50, Sections 20 to 26, 
of the Public Statutes was never ac- 
cepted by the town. While this sentence 
may prove a source of great comfort to 
the Board of Commissioners, yet.it hardly 
applies to the question at issue, and is in 
no way suited to explain the situation to 
men of. average intelligence. The sec- 
tions cited merely empower the commis- 
sioners under certain provisions of the 
law to construct sidewalks of brick, flat 
stones, conciete, gravel or the like, and 
to protect the-same-with edge stones; 
and to assess the owners of abutting 


. property a certain proportion of the ex- 


pense of construction; and while the sec- 
tions say that these men may build side- 
walks in a certain manner and levy a 
proportionate tax therefor, is there any- 
thing, even by the greatest freak of im- 
agination, that can be so construed in 
these sections, as to prevent or excuse the 
Board from obeying the voice of the 
Town which, in good faith, made an ap- 
propriation’ for a special purpose and 
gave explicit instructions to the officers 
in regard to the use of the same? Have 
these men any right, morally even, to 
wilfully disregard the wishes of the citi- 
zens in this matter and then try to shift 
the responsibility upon the intimated 
neglect or oversight of the town? 

If to carry out these instructions it de- 
pended upon the acceptance of the sec- 
tions of law referred to, why did the 
Road Commissioners at one ee 
meetings set apart $1;000to -be™ ~for 
the building of sidewalks by the Parish 
Commissioner, and $500 each to be used 
for alike purpose by the Centre Com- 
missioners? ‘ 

Itis a remarkable contradiction that 
the same law which allows the Centre 
Commissioners to faithfully execute the 
commands of the town, will prevent 
their brother officer, imbued with the 
same authority, from carrying out his 
part of ‘the same command. Are such 
transparent excuses for dereliction of 
duty to be reveived from our public 
servants? :

Review of Road Commissioner’s 
Report. 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

A few figures from the report of the 
Road Commissioners, incomparison with 
the amounts of the various appropriations 
of which they have had the disposition 
for the past year, it seems to us is a mat- 
ter for the careful consideration of those 
who are interested in the economic and 
just application of our annual appropria- 
tions. It will be noticed by their report 
that they have no account in regard to 
the $2000 which was appropriated for 
sidewalks, and that the varions amounts” 
which enter into the general construction 
of highways, for which $5000 was appro- 
priated, is made up as follows: 
Edward Adams’ account, $2111.76 
Geo. H. Tuttle’s account, 


2935.43 
P. P. Daw’s account, $2224.89 
Town team account, 695.55 } 2919.94 


These amounts give a total of 
as the cost of construction of our streets, 
which makes an expenditure of $2067.13 
éver the amount of appropriation for the 
purpose, 

Our Road Commissioners by ‘the ar- 
rangement of their report, and the com- 
ment which they make in régard to side- 
walk matters, as an argument we pre- 
sume in support of their presumptuous 
use of a sidewalk appropriation for gene- 
ral highway purposes, attempt to make a 
more favorable showing of their doings, 
but we fail from a slightly different xiew 
of matters to make out the amount used 
or devoted to the construction of our 
streets any less than $7067.13. In the re- 
port of our Selectmen upon the matter 
we find that they have very clearly set 
forth that $5,000 was apprupriated for 
highways and $2000 was appropriated for 


sidewalks, but in the report. of our Road 


Commissioners we must either find that 
our appropriation for street' purposes hag 
been overrun by the amount of $2067.13 
and nothing done to sidewalks, or else 
(by a. combination of street and sidewalk 
appropriations to form a Road Commis- 
sioner’s. do-as-y@u-please fund) there has 
been an expenditure upon streets, includ- 
ing whatever little amount may have been 
applied to sidewalks, the amount of $67.13 
over the whole amount of appropriations 
for “highway, bridges, and sidewalks.”’ 
In setting forth the cost of constructing 
a piece of work we understand that every 
description of labor and’ material em- 
ployed in bringing about the completion 
of that work should be reckoned in the 
total amount. When an appropriation is 
made for a certain object it is generally 
understood that said appropriation —is 
made with a full understanding that it 
will be amply sufficient to carry into ef- 
fect the completion of that object. 

When we examine a report of town of- 
ficers for an_account.of their application 
of any particular appropriation, we are 
naturally inclined to look for a_—full and 
complete-.account—under the-subject of 
that appropriation, and expect to find 
the over-expenditure or the amount un- 
expended clearly shown. In looking 
over the Road Commissioners’ account 
this year, we find this feature of the case 
very studiously avoided. 

In regard to the. Sutton St, improve- 
ment we find that the ‘total amount for 
orders drawn is $268.08"? which the Com- 
missioners would make appear to answer 
also for the total amount of construction. 
Outside of the footing. of this acécount, 
we find that one of the largest items of 
labor, the services of the town team 
amounting to $31.50, which really en- 
teréd into the construction as much as 
any other item of like nature, is wholly 
ignored, If this item of service of the 
town team were placed as an item enter- 
ing into the cost of construction where 
it unquestionably belongs, ‘the _ total 
amount of cost should be $299.58. As 
the appropriation made for the purpose 
was $200, the amount. of appropriation 
over-drawn should stand $99.58, against 
$68.08 as repr’ esented by the Commission- 


ers. This method of figuring upon ap- 


propriations, and returning at the end of 
the year an account of the same, it seems 
to us, is a very misleading and improper 
ene, It should not be tolerated in our 
Road ‘Commissioners nor, allowed | to 
stand without severe criticism by our 
Auditors. 

In the matter of the construction of the 
Main Street sewer, we find the same 
cause for complaint. While in reality 
the cost of :construction is $549.29, and 
the amount-of appropriation over-drawn 
is $49.29 the Commissioners represent 
the total cost as $502.04 and the amount 
over-drawn $2.04. CITIZEN.
